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in Pascagoula in May but was recalled after 
a few months and was succeeded on Aug. 1, 
1869, by Father Charles van Queckelberge. 
By 1872 Father van Queckelberge could in- 
form the bishop that a new chapel had been 
built. 

In 1873 Father Joseph Wise became 
pastor. When yellow fever hit Pascagoula in 
1875 Father Wise took care of the stricken 
until he became ill. Father Bartholomew 
Ghisolfi came to assist Father Wise during 
the epidemic. Soon Father Ghisolfi con- 
tracted the fever. He died Sept. 22, 1875. 

Father Wise recovered. But in early 1878 
OLV was again without a pastor as Father 
Wise was appointed to Yazoo City. Father 
Joseph Guy was sent to Pascagoula Feb. 7, 
1878, and remained in residence until Dec. 
2 of that year. Father Guy’s successor was 
Father David O’Brien who purchased a lot 
for a new church. He stayed at OLV until 
April 23, 1882. 

Father J.A. Foppe succeeded Father 
O’Brien. Under his guidance, in October of 
1882 the Sisters of the Most Blessed 
Sacrament opened a school in which there 
were five sisters teaching 47 children. 

Father Victor Bally succeeded Father 
Foppe in October of 1885. Father C.A. 
Oliver, DD, took over the duties of pastor 
in October, 1888. Father Alphonse Baur 
became pastor in June, 1895. Just over a 
year later Father Baur contracted yellow 
fever and died. 

Bishop Heslin, having no one to replace 
him, appealed to Spring Hill College in 
Mobile and asked superiors there to send a 
priest. It was then that Father Faget of the 
Society of Jesus was sent to OLV. 

Father Faget continued his work there un- 
til relieved by Father Wenceslaus ten Brink 
who became pastor Dec. 14, 1897. During 
ten Brink’s 10-year pastorate the school was 
blessed and dedicated. Father ten Brink was 
succeeded by Father James Maguire who re- 
mained there until Oct. 1, 1909, when Father 
Bernard O'Reilly became pastor. He served 
until his death in 1936. 

Father Peter J. Quinn became associate 
pastor in 1929 to help Father O’Reilly who 


had become feeble, and he took charge of the 


parish upon the pastor’s death. In 


. September 1937, Father P.J. Carey was ap- 


pointed pastor of OLV. He served the parish 
until 1962 and is credited by the present 
pastor ‘‘with much that is good about the 
parish.” 

Father Peter Tormey succeeded Father 
Carey, 1963-1969. From 1969-1980 Msgr. 
James Hannon was pastor. And his suc- 
cessor was Father Patrick McDermott, who 
with the parish staff continues to serve the 
parish’s 487 families. 


SACRED HEART

The beginnings of Sacred Heart Parish 
were rooted in the 1930s in thé faitii of a few 
local families. 

In the 1930-40s, the place of worship for 
Catholics in the Bayou Casotte area of 
Jackson County was a private home. Few 
people owned cars in this rural area, and the 
lack of public transportation made it hard 
for Catholics to attend Mass at Our Lady of 
Victories Parish in central Pascagoula. 

Fathers Peter Quinn, Charles Hunter and 
P.J. Carey, pastor at OLV, would come to 
celebrate Mass in the East Pascagoula area. 

In September 1946 the need for a church 
building was apparent. An old structure on 
the corner of Ingalls and Martin Avenues 
which had served as a school and Knights 
of Columbus Hall was available but had to 
be moved. The old frame church became a 
mission of GEV Parish, with Father Patrick 
Hanley serving as mission priest. 

The mission continued to be served by 
OLV until Jan. 1, 1963, when Bishop 
Richard Gerow of the Natchez diocese ap- 
pointed Father Patrick Quinn as pastor of 
the new Sacred Heart Parish at Bayou 
Casotte.
